Question of “Business 


Sanity.” 
_* IMPORTANCE’ OF DEEDS 


At the resumed hearing this 
morning, before a Full Court, of 
the appeal of Tsang Chuen against 
-a judgment a3 to a mortgage effect- 
ed on the estate of Li Nga-ching, 
Mr. Eldon Potter opened his argu- 
ment on hehalf of. the respondent, 
Li Po-kwai. ee 

In opening, Mr. Potter “said:— 
There are certain general results 
following from my friend Mr. Shel- 
do's ‘arguments which are of 
so revolutionary a nature that I 
would ‘like to have them on Your 
Lordships’ notes.” ; 

Mr. Potter then proceeded to deal 


‘cewith Mr, Sheldon’s contentions. ag 
. to registration, concluding by put- 


ting forward as an example “that 
if my friend’s arguments are sound, 
then every time a solicitor has docu~ 
ments deposited with him for costs, 
then he must draw up a legal docu- 
ment to be signed by the depositor, 
and then registered.” - : 
“Counsel then proceeded to quote 
an Trish judgment, which he said 
came thirty years after the one 
quoted. by Mr, Sheldon, in which it 
was laid down that “Equitable in- 
terests which do not depend upon a 
written inatrument do not edme 
within. the [rish Land: Ordinance at 
all.” , ‘ 
Identily Of The Vendor. 

Dealing with the question of 
identity ‘of the vendor, counsel 
instanced the case of an ordinary 
partnership, with landed property 
in Hong Kong. <A ‘partnership 
notice of such property was never 
put in the name of all the partners, 
he contended. -It was put in the 
name of one man. . Why was this? 
Because that one man, presumably, 
was generally the managing part- 
ner. If he desired to obtain bank- 
ing facilities or loans on the pro- 
perty he was there for the purpose. 
If, on the other hand, the purchas- 
er finds on the register a de- 
claration of trust that the property 
is held by this man together with a 
number of partners, he obviously 
can not Jend:-money without con- 
sultation with the other partners, 
This procedure would stop business 
altogether.

gards identity, supposing aman 
Wished to borrow a sum of money, 
the first thing to be said would i 
the reply was that the applicant 
was the registered owner of cer- 
tain properties, the next question 
would be “Where are the deeds?” 
According to his learned friend's 
argument this was unnecessary.

OBSTINATE OLD LADY. © 


To-day was the fifth episode in 
a difficult problem which has con- 
fronted Mr. Whyte-Smith—that 
of not knowing what to do with 
Chinese girl whom he convicted 
of stealing on July 7 last—when 
Mr. John: Barrow, of the Secre- 
tariat of Chinese Affairs, handed 
in an application ‘to the Magis- 
trate, under the Reformatory 
School Ordinanca, that the girl be 
taken into the charge’ of. the 
8.C.A; to be boarded in a home. 

* Kung Sui, the grandfather, who 
was sentenced to two .montha’ 
hard labour, also on July 7, ap- 
peared in Court ond gave formal 
evidence of the girl’s parentage. 
He agreed to the S.C.A.’3_ pro-

It was stated that the girl would 
be put up at the Salvation. Army 
Home, and Misa Raing, a repre- 
sentative of the institution, in 
thanking his Worship, said that 
the Home will maintain the girl 
without any contributions. 

His Worship (nddreasing the 
relations of the girl): According 
to the Ordinance under which this 
order has been made, any relative 
or person aasisting -the’ ‘girl 
to leave the home, is committing 
an offence the penalty of ‘which 
is $200 or two months. That ig 
to say that if you or any of your 
friends have the girl in thelr com- 
pany: at all, they will be Hable to 
prosecution under this section, 
You just remember—$200, or two 
months, Don’t’ forget it!

Chinese Me Merchant's 
Petition. 


A Chinese merchant has’ aub-' 
mitted a petition to the. Hopei 
Provincial Government requesting 
permission to export cows from 
Mongolia through Tientsin. by 
offering to pay fiye dollars per 
head as tax and to advance a sum 
of $200,000. 

The petition points out that since 
Chang Tsung-chang's regime. an 
embargo on the, export ‘of cows 


.| from Tientsin has been enforced, 


the object of which was to enable 
Shantung to monopolize this trade 
in North China. For this reason 
Tsingtao has been the centre of 
the export of cattle .to foreign 
countries, 

As Mongolia 13 dependent on ‘tho 
the embargo in 
North China has greatly deprived 
her of a regular source of revenue, 
while on the other hand a scarcity 
of cattle is being experienced in 
Shantung and neighbouring pro- 
vinces due to the wholesale export 
of cattle for farming and other 
purposes. To relieve the situation 
the petitioner offers to export an- 
nually 20,000 cows from Tientsin. 
A set of regulations governing the 
collection of the new ‘tax, which 
the petitioner undertakes to collect 
for the Government and the 
issuance of passports is also being 
submitted for the approval of the 
authorities. 

It is-understood that the pro- 
posal has already met with the 
favourable consideration of the 
Financial Department and ap- 
proval will be formally ‘granted 
within a short time.—Asiatic.

WHAT NEIGHBOUR HEARD, , 


Mrs, Martha Ruth Jacoby, aged 
48, of Boyson Road, Camberwell 
Gate, agaln appeared at Lambeth 
on June 3 on a charge of murder- 
ing William Lidstone. 

Mr. Vincent Evans, who on June 
3. Tepresented the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, said on Satur- 
day, May 24, P. C. Butler Baw. 
Jacoby floating in the river near 
Vauxhall Bridge.

In the present. ease the acquisi- 
tion was of the Bandong .Merantor 
class, measuring 32 feet'on the

Sempadi' Island to Pirate Bay. 

On the next morning at 11 a.m, 
the “‘Walimuda”. finally left 
Sempadi: a fine run was obtained 
up to the large Tallang Tallang 
Island where we anchored to take 
in fresh water hefore making for 
Pirate Bay, which we eventually 
reached at 1 a.m. 
chored till day-break. 

An early start was then made 
for Tanjong Datu. From Pirate 
Bay the water becomes very 
shallow and swift, much care and 
local knowledge of the coast ia 
essential to navigate a boat close 
in. On approaching Datu Point the 
swiftest part of the current race 
is'met and, without. a good wind, 
it is impossible to make any head. 
way whatsoever. At about mid. 
day we brought up at a sheltered 
spot under Datu, locally known as 
Telok Malacca, 
bay: makes'it # very uncomfort- 
able anchorage at high tides as 
the wind blows in practically 
every ‘direction, We decided to 
remain here for the night to pre- 
pare for ovr next run out to sea 
to the Natuna Islands, as to look 
for a better shelter where “wind 
and wave" could reasonably be 
forgotten meant going back on 
our course some. considerable way. 

The following morning saw us 
under way again, heading for 
Sirasan Island, “one of the South 
Natuna group.” Unfortunately 
for us, during the night the 
weather had undergone a decided 
change for the worse. A moder- 
ate sea was running outside and 
a3 socn as we left the shadows 
of Datu and headed round the 
point we learned one thing—that 
our boat could roll. We clung to 
all things immiovable and handy, 
the crockery, and cooking utensils 
made- frantic attempts to break 
loose and, as I watched one of the 
lads put hia head over the side, I 
egan to wonder. whether the 
breakfast of salted “‘trubok” and 
rice I had was really the best meal 
to consume before dashing out. 


By dusk the weather’ had 
moderated somewhat, but there 
was wind enough to make a reef 
In the mainsail advisable. At 
1am. we were in the Api pass- 
aye, and -very much out of our 
course, the weather being still un- 
pleasant. ‘The easy movement 
that satisfied me gave the crew 
neither eage nor, satisfaction, but 


the contrary, and ‘they watched 


the bows as it seemed climbing up 
into the sky with no feelings of 
admiration, They were prevented 
from mournfully ruminating on 
the subject any further by ja 
gurgling sound somewhere in. the 
bowels of the boat, and a glance 
under the board? revealed the rea. 
son, which was not obscure. ° It 
did not require a Sherlock Holmes 
to see that the caulking round the 
wooden plug which is the sea-cock 
in these boats, had come adrift, 
and was letting in water like a 
fountain, further ‘inspection in 
the cramped smelly hull, at a 
temperature that approached that 
of the nether world, revealed an- 
other leak by the-sternpost, Tem- 
porary repairs were hurriedly. put 
in hand and in due course the Job 
was. finished.. By. noon. the 
reeze freshened and we had to 
reef the mainsail in a hurry. 
Towards dusk nasty squalls were 
encountered with the wind. dead 
ahead, blowirg in our teeth with 
great violence. Our sturdy sails 
drove us short, hut’ had not time 
to be steep,. Out by the islands 
the weather is treacherous in the 
extreme, and, vithough the day 
may break with. a cloudless sky 
and a dead calm sea, within a few 
houra it may be blowing a living 
hurricane, and a boat caught un- 
prepared, or on a,lee shore, in one

A'few days were spent cruising 
amongst these islands, the major- 
ity of which are uninhabited and 
difficult to approach. We soon got 
tired of this set a course for the 
Subi group and arrived at Keddau 
Island two days later, having ex- 
perienced great difficulty in the 
Koti passage with slack winds and 
the swift current race which runs 
at a.apeed of approximately 2% 
knots, After spending a few days 
sailing about the adjacent islands 
we turned our nose in ‘the direc. 
tion of Tebeian Kechil, where we 
took in water and the next day 
sailed for Tebeian Besar, ; 


Tebeian Island, : 

We spent a pleasant week on 
this island, which I think is, on 
the whole, the most attractive of 
the. group we visited, The “Daun 
Attap” huts fringing the shores 
of the little bay are grouped ‘to. 
gether amongst straggling coco- 
nut palms in @ very picturesque 
manner. The network of poles on 
which fishing nets rested to dry; 
the shanties in which the fisher- 
men mended their nets and salted 
their fish were all delightful to the 
eye, but would be a shock to the 
nerves ‘of our Director of Public 
Works and Municipal | Commis- 
sioner. : 

At this island we acquired a 
newly-completed sailing * boat, 
measuring 25 feet on the water 
line and with 2 beam of ‘9 feet, 
just down from the building shed. 
This type of vessel has great ad- 
vantages over the usual coasting 
craft, They ‘are built for deep- 
sea Work, their high bows ° with 
their big flare enzble them to ride 
out the worst gales without fear 
of -shipping dangerous water, 
There are boats which, like cer- 
tain human beings, seem born to 
adventure. Originally built for 
one trade, fate, in which adver- 
sity usually ‘plays a bx part, 
drives them to another.. They

ADVENTURES IN A JUNGLE 
ARE. 


TREES LIKE TORCHES, 


An Ipoh resident who fs, staying 
on Kledang Hill writes to the Times 
of Malaya, : 
* Thad an fnteresting adventure on 


“the way up the Hill on a Monday 
‘afterncon, ‘at about 4.30 pm. when, 


on rounding a bend in’ the bridle 
path, I heard acroaring sound like 
the rush of a high wind through a 
pine forest. There was, however, 
very little breeze and, when] looked 
“up, 1 saw that the jungle on both 
sides of'the path was on fire, The 
heat from the fire was intense, but 
L hurried through as I desired-to get 
up'the Hilt that evening. 

At this part of my journey .the 
jungle fires were not very near the 
path—thit experience was to come 
later when | was higher up the Hill 
where the path rung through virgin 
jungle. Safely past the first part 
of the bkize, I was able to stop and 
take stock of the position. 

The jungle appeared to be alight 
in at least a dozen places and dead 
trees ‘fifty and a hundred “yards 
suddenly flamed up like 
“damar’ torches through the dense 
white smoke, burned for a bit and 
then crashed down in half a hundred 
burning pieces to add td the fire 
amongst the undergrowth, 

Dense Smoke and’ Flames, 

Remember, that ut this stage of 
my udventure: the fires were quite 
fifty yards away from the path and 
mainly giving uff dense volumes’ of 


_gmoke except where old dead trees 


crackled into red flanie and burned 
furiously until they crashed to 
earth. Having watched this section 
of the forest tire for some minutes 
I decided that ‘it was time to get on 
my wiy wgain Jf I was to reach the 
hilltop before. dark. Refreshed by 
my brief halt I strode ahead, but I 
had not been on my way much moro 
than filteen minutes when I again 
heard the dull roar of a fire and up 
the valley on the right Swept dense 
amoke with red fixmeg coming 
swiftly in the wrke of the smoke. 
1 was debating whether it would be 
possible to run across this section of 
the path before the advancing flames 
reached it when something happen= 
ed. which made me decide to wait. 
Ahead of the fire and across. the 
path making up the hillside on the 
left came a dozen or so, snakes and 
one twelve foot python, 1 know 
that snakes could “accelerate” when 
put to it, . but those © snakes were 
across the paw and away {nto the 
higher jungles before I’ quite real- 
ized that they really were ‘snakes. | 
«Next there was ‘a crashing 
amongst the serub which is matted 
yound the roots of the big jungle 
trees and I made sure that, at long 
Inst, J was going to meet one of the 
Kledang-panthers—one of those the 
old Chinese hill coolie rejoicing in 
the nume of Apek (old man) de- 
clares if hos seen from. time to 
time., 1] tried to assure myself that 
‘the punthers would be too scared by 
the fire to take any notice of me, but 
‘all the little hairs on the back of 
my heal and neck would: sit up. 
Here I may explain that one’s hair 
does not "stand on end’ when one 
is frightened. ‘It just “‘sits up,” but 
that is quite enough, © 
Trees Blaze Like , Torches. 

Well, there was a ‘final crash in 
the jungle and odt plunged, not a 
panther but a wild boar, with his 
“missus’ and half-a dozen little 
.Piglings. The old boar ‘appeared to 
‘ be very annoyed ‘at the fire becauae, 
‘a8 ho went up the path at a gallop, 
he looked back at least twice, 

Meantime, there was I with a fire

So spoke .Queen Marie of 
Roumania_.. to: me to-day

over, the Queen Mother of Rouma- 
nin is staying in the fetty villa of 
a friend, Frau yon Raven. | Her 
Majesty arrived last Saturday-in an 
open Rolls-Royce car, unrecognised 
by the thousands which have crowd~ 
ed for the ‘Passion Play in the little 
village which for nine and a-half 
years lies almost asleep. The Queen 
has every intention of. remaining 
undisturbed and it was not easy to 
obtain an audience with her 
especially at a time when she has 
sprung once again into the forefront 
of the politieai limelight, .
